War Production 
Board Orders Cut 


Gasoline Supply 


WASHINGTON, April 9 — 


The War Production Board today 
ordered gasoline deliveries to ser- 
v'.ce stations in 17 Eastern states, 
Oregon, Washington and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, cut one-third 
compared with average deliveries 
last December, January and Feb- 
ruary, 
Th0 curtailment compareg with 
a 20 per cent cut already In effect, 
resulting from tanker sinkings and 
transportation shortages. 
In addition to the states 
al- 
ready affected, WPB included the 
city of Bristol, Tenn., on grounds 
that Bristol was partly in Virgin- 
ia—which Is in the 
curtailment 
area—and 
partly 
in 
Tennessee, 
which is not. 
The 
new 
reduction, 
effective 


April 16, will require proportion- 
ate reductions in gasoline deliver- 
ies during the latter half of April. 
The 17 Eastern states affected 
are Connecticut, Delaware, Florl-

Hampshire, 
New Jersey, New York, North Car- 
olina, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, 
South Carolina, Vermont, Virgin- 
la and West Virginia.

to control wholesale pork prices 
while purchasing large quantities 
of pork for lend-lease export ap- 
peared today to have brought gov- 
ernment agencies face to lace 
with one of the knottiest prob- 
lems yet to confront the anti-in- 
flation 
program. 


Aroused by what they termed 
an inequitable situation, represen- 
tatives of small meat packers con- 
vening here have sent a delega- 
tion to Washington to see If some 
changes can be made In whole- 
sal pork ceilings or in agricultur- 
al marketing administration buy- 
ing polices. 
Trade circles said smaller pack- 
ers were caught between rising 
live hog prices, which are at 16 
year peaks, and the frozen whole- 
sale pork price structure. 
Some 


of the smaller packers even might 
bo confronted with the possibility 
of closing their businesses. 


The plight of the smaller pack- 
ers, as they presented it at their 
meetings, is the result of the fol- 
lowing aspects of the pork sltua- 
'; lion: 


1. The Office of Price Adminis- 
tration 
has 
placed "temporary" 
ceilings over 90 per cent of all 
wholesale 
pork 
products. 
This 
was done to protect consumers 
from higher pork meat costs. 
2. 
The Agricultural Marketing 


Administration 
Is 
buying largo 
quantities of pork for lend-lease 
shipment to allied nations, and 
these purchases may be made at 
<! 
cents a pound above the OPA's 
ceilings. 


3. 
Tlie AMA, however, 
buys 
only 
from 
federally 
Inspected 
plants, and many small packers 
are state Inspected. 
This means 
the federally inspected plants can 
sell about 40 per cent of their 
pork products at 
higher prices 
than those plants not federally In- 
Br/ected. 


4. 
Federally Inspected plants, 
therefore, have more leeway In 
buying hogs, onad are able to bid 
up prices. If they are to get any 
hogs, smaller plants alos must 
pay higher prices, but must sell 
all tholr output under wholesale 
ceilings.

ernment for India. 


Such a government would serve 
India pending the post-war domin- 
ion status offered by Britain. 


Britain's 
chief negotiator,

Stafford Crlpps, was understood to 
have telegraphed Vlnayak Damo- 
dar Savarkar, president of the Hin- 
du Mahasabha, asking If that or- 
ganization of political moderates 
had any objections to joining a na- 
tional government. 
Savarkar was understood to have 


replied through the governor of 
Bombay, Sir Roger Lumley, that 
his organization had no objections, 
even though 
It still opposed 
a 
clause in the British plan allowing 
provinces to remain outside the 
proposed Indian union. 
It was reported that the Maha- 
sabaha would get two seats In the 
national government. 


Reports on the status of the ne- 
gotiations with'the Congress party, 
the dominant political group, va- 
ried between statements that "a 
general understanding 
Is nearly 
reached" and that it was "as good 
as reached."

hands of invading1 Japanese hordes faced the bulk of 
36,853 gallant American-Filipino defenders of Bataan 
Peninsula today, closing an heroic three-monthi battle 
against numerically overwhelming forces. 


Exhausted by short rations and disease, and vir- 


tually cut off from supplies despite costly efforts which 
provided some ammunition but did not relieve the food 
shortage, the doughty defenders fell back before the 
Japanese who already had overrun the rich Dutch In- 
dies and Britain's Singapore and Malaya. 


Secretary of War Stimson related the first details 


concerning the defenders today, after a special commu- 
nique had announced that the defense of Bataan had 
probably been overcome, and said President Roosevelt 
had authorized the Philippine commander to make any 
decision he deemed necessary in the light of events. 


The secretary's disclosure of the number of Ameri- 


can and Filipino troops involved made it evident that 
the Bataan disaster was among the most severe revers- 
als suffered by a American arms in any foreign war. 


Officials believed the manpower loss might be the 


heaviest sustained by an American force in any single 
engagement with a foreign foe. Losses were heavier in 
the Meuse-Argonn» offensive of 1918, but rere spread 
over a campaign of weeks. 


There was a round-about radio report from Berlin, 


quoting a Shanghai newspaper report, that Lieut. Gen. 
Johnathin M. Wainwright, commander of Bataan, had 
sought an armistice, but this was not confirmed In any 
other quarter. 


Latest reports, Stimson said, indicated that Corre- 


gidor and other forttresses guarding Manila Bay were 
still in United States hands, us was about half of the 
Philippines, but he declined to predict how long the 
forts could be held. He said he saw no reason why re- 
sistance by small, isolated forces would not continue. 


"This is only a temporary loss," Stimson said. "We 


shall not stop until we drive out the invaders from the 
islands." 


Stimson said the figure of 86,853 effectives was in 


the report received yesterday from General Wainwright. 
He stressed that this figure included only the men fight- 
ing on Bataan at that time. 


Excluded were American and Filipino troops guard- 


ing the defenses of Corregidor and the other islands, the 
wounded, nearly 20,000 civilian refugees, and some 6,- 
000 Filipino laborers who were non-combatant. 


Efforts at Relief 


Stimson disclosed that under the direction of Briga- 


dier General Patrick J. Hurley, former secretary of war 
who is now minister to New Zealand, urgent 
efforts 


were made beginning last January 11 to reinforce the 
besieged Philippine forces. 


From a base in Australia several ship loads of sup- 


plies were sent to the Philippines, and part of these 
supplies reached Corregidor and Bataan. 


"But for every ship that arrived, we lost nearly two 


ships," Stimson said.

TYPHUS FEVER IS 


FAST DEVELOPING 


AS TEXAS MENACE 


AUSTIN, April 9.—(Special).— 
Typhus fever is fast developing 
Into a serious menace according 
to Dr. George W. Cox,, state health 
officer, who today issued an appeal 
for every Texan to cooperate In 
the prevention of this dread dis- 
ease. 
"Last year, the greatest number 


of cases in the history of the state 
were reported, when there was a 
total of 733 cases of typhus fever 
In Texas. While there were only 
totty-alx cases of typhus fever re- 
ported 
during the 
first twelve 


weeks of last year, during the same 
period of this present year, there 
have been 131 cases," Dr. Cox stat- 
ed. "With the peak of this disease 
occurlng in August, If the present 
trend Is continued, we may expect 
aerious conditions resulting from 
typhus by the end of summer." 
The type of typhus fever occur- 


ring In Texas is known as endemic 
or Brill's disease, and Is transmit- 
ted to human beings from Infected 
rats, by means of the rat flea. The 
eradication of rats greatly reduces 
thin health hazard, and a consistent 
program of rat poisoning, rat trap- 
ping, and rat proofing will mate- 
rially aid In the control of typhus 
In Texas. 
Dr. Cox stressed the fact that 
tt is the patriotic duty of every 
Texan to cooperate in maintaining 
the highest possible health level, 
and eradication of rats will pro- 
mote tho control of typhus among 
our civilian population as well as 
our armed forces.

According to Hazel Phlpps, spe- 


cialist In food preparation of the' 
A. and M. College extension ser- 
vice, people can get "along with 
less sugar and still have tasty, nu- 
tritious meals. 
Any reduction In 


food energy which sugar furnishes 
easily can be supplied by increased 
serving of starchy vegetables, ce- 
reals, and dried fruits. 


Prepare only 
the amount 
of 


sweetened food needed for each 
person, Miss Phipps suggests, and 
avoid waste by thoroughly stirring 
the sugar In Iced tea and coffee. 


Fresh fruits, which carry their 
own sugar, make nutritious des- 
serts and dried fruits are a good 
source of natural sugar. Honey, 
cane syrups, molasses, 
sorghum, 


and corn and maple syrups make 
good sugar supplements. 
Several 


of these are sources of calcium and 
Iron. 


When substituting honey, use ap- 


proximately the same quantity ai 
the sugar called for by the recipe. 
But on account 
of moisture 
in 


honey, decrease the liquid normal- 
ly required by about one-fourth cup 
for each cup of honey used. Usual- 
ly one-eighth to one-fourth tea- 
spoon of soda is used for each cup 
of honey in products which are 
leavened. 


It takes about one and one-half 
times as much sorghum or molass- 
es to give the same sweetness as 


the sugar the recipe calls for. And 
one-fourth teaspoonful of soda for 
each cup of syrup In leavened prod- 
ucts, and decrease the liquid given 
In the recipe one-fourth to one- 
third cup for each cup of sweeten- 
ing In order to equalize the mois- 


ture In sorghum or molasses. 
Miss Phlpps cautions that thQ 


baking temperature should be low* 
ered when honey or molasses 1| 
substituted for sugar In a recipe.
